He 
also is a member of the resolutions 
committee of the American associa- 
tion of school Administtators, He 
is a doctorate candidate at Harvard 
University. In addition he is a 
member of the local Reading club, 
the church Brotherhood, and the 
Masons of North Easton. 

Mrs. Taylor, a former member of 
the teaching staff, music depart- 
ment, of the Northfield School for 
Girls, is vice-president of the Fort- 
nightly club.
